1.  Enclosure  (A)  indicated  that  the  elapsed  timo  from  be¬ 
ginning  of  hostilities  to  the  first  carial  photographic  recon- 
naiscnce  over  subject  areas  varied  from  32  days  to  30  months. 

Tho  shortest  claused  timo  (32  days)  bo'-weon  beginning  of  hos¬ 
tilities  and  first  photo  covor  wu»  in  tie  Truk  Islands.  However, 
the  quality  of  photography  raa  poor  end  clouds  obscured  areas  of 
interest  referred  to  in  piers. 


2.  The  Island  of  Fotje  was  photofraphed  53  days  after 
hostilities  began.  This  photography  indicates  that  install ations 
referred  to  in  plans  more  operative  at  that  timo  (See  Enclosure 
(B)).  Attention  is  invited  to  tho  ff  ct  that  mochunical  drawing 
practices  usually  indicato  installations  already  constnicted  in 
solid  lines,  and  planned  construct* on  Jn  dottod  lines.  This 
being  true,  tho  powor  plent,  transmitters,  command  post  and  block 
houso  wore  complete  us  of  10  Augurt  1940,  tho  date  indicated  in 
plans.

This  sortie  was  completely  reported  on  in  July,  1942,  and  the  results 
rocordcd  in  Photographic  Iutolligenco  Roport  No.  3  of  the  Intelligence 
Center,  Pacific  Ocean  Areas,  and  tho  supplement  thereto,  (Enel.  "A").  The 
purpofe  of  tho  present  report  is  simply  the  comoarieon  of  installations 
shown  in  photographs  vitfc  tho  prc-wnr  Jepanese  Nap,  (Enel.  "D"). 

Theso  pictures  show  definitely  th:.t  ell  of  the  dofer.sivc  installations 
at  least,  shown  oh  Enel.  "D"  and  "C",  woro  constructed  by  January  31,  1942. 
Non.,  of  the  positions  on  the  southern  end  of  tho  island  showed  definite 
evidence  of  construction  in  progress.  The  central  revetment  of  the 
southern  DP  battery,  however,  has  not  tx.cn  camouflaged  by  sod  as  have 
the  o*hor  two,  and  is  unoccupied,  two  facts  which  might  indicate  recent 
completion.  Tho  single  revertment  further  eouth  along  the  same  section 
of  coastline  is  also  unsoddod  rr.d  empty,  but  this  is  e  position  rot  shown 
on  tho  1940  defense  mep,  On  the  northern  end  of  the  island,  photography 
is  not  clear  onough  to  show  whether  or  not  conetructior  is  in  progrees, 
though  all  of  the  positions  aopcer  to  bo  completed, 

Several  gun  positions  (notably  the  northern  three  gun  dual- 
puiTOEC  battery)  txc  in  slightly  difforer.t  locations  from  those  shown  on 
tho  map,  thus  confirming  the  supposition  that  tho  map  shows  nronosod 
oositions,  but  the  battery  arrangements  end  building  dispositions  ere 
sufficiently  similar  to  permit  chocking  tlx  map.  In  addition,  there  arc 
sovorc.l  gun  positions  visible  on  tho  photos  but  not  shown  on  the  maps. 

For  structures  other  than  guns,  tho  map  c.groco  closoly  with  tho 
photographs  in  ell  areas  where  photographs  arc  of  sufficiently  good  quality 
to  perr.it  checking.  The  road  notvork  is  more  complcto  than  that  shorn  on  the 
map,  and  airfield  taxiraye  have  bc\.n  extondod  further  south  than  tho  map 
indicates.

1.  Enclosure  (A)  indicated  that  the  elapsed  time  from  be¬ 
ginning  of  hostilities  to  the  first  carial  photographic  recon- 
nnieance  over  subject  areas  varied  from  32  days  to  30  months. 

The  shortest  claneed  timo  (32  days)  between  beginning  of  hos¬ 
tilities  and  first  photo  covor  wus  in  the  Truk  Islands.  However, 
the  quality  of  photography  was  poor  and  clouds  obscured  arees  of 
interest  referred  to  in  plans. 

2.  The  Island  of  Votje  was  photof raphed  53  days  after 
hostilities  began.  This  photography  indicates  that  installations 
referred  to  in  plans  wort  oporctivo  at  that  time  (See  Enclosure 
(B)).  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  mechanical  drawing 
practices  usually  indicato  installations  already  constructed  in 
solid  lines,  and  planned  consti-uct. 1 on  in  dottod  linos.  This 
being  true,  the  power  plant,  transmitters,  command  post  and  block 
ho\iso  wore  complete  as  of  10  August  1940,  the  date  indicated  in 
plans , 

3.  Enclosure  (E)  shows  that  planned  construction  indicated 
in  captured  documont  j/JICPQA  54 B6  was  completed  at  time  of  initial 
j.hoto  cover. 

4.  Enclosure  (C)  indicates  that  41  out  of  53  installations 
planned  before  the  war  were  confirmed  by  war  timo  photography.

This  sortie  was  completely  reported  on  in  July,  1942,  and  the  results 
rocordcd  in  Photographic  I utelligenco  Report  No.  3  of  the  Intelligence 
Center,  Pacific  Ocean  Areas,  and  the  supplement  thereto,  (Enel.  nA").  The 
purpose  of  the  present  report  is  simply  the  comoaricon  of  installations 
shown  in  photographs  with  tho  Pro-war  Japanese  Map,  (Enel.  I!D'!).

Thoso  pictures  show  definitely  that  all  of  tho  defensive  installations 
at  least,  shown  or  Enel.  "3”  and  "C",  were  constructed  by  January  31,  1942. 
None  of  the  positions  on  the  southern  end  of  tho  island  showed  dofinito 
cvidcnco  of  construction  in  progress.  Tho  central  revetment  of  the 
southern  DP  battery,  however,  has  not  been  camouflaged  by  sod  as  have 
the  othor  two,  and  is  unoccupied,  two  facts  which  might  indicate  recent 
completion.  The  single  revGftmcnt  further  south  along  the  same  section 
of  coastline  is  also  unsodded  rr.d  empty,  but  this  is  a  position  not  shown 
on  tho  1940  defense  map.  On  the  northern  end  of  the  island,  photography 
is  not  clear  enough  to  show  whether  or  not  construction  is  in  progress, 
though  all  of  the  positions  appear  to  bo  completed, 

Several  gun  positions  (notably  the  northern  three  gun  dual- 
purpose  battery)  ere  in  slightly  difforent  locations  from  those  shown  on 
tho  map,  thus  confirming  the  supposition  that  tho  map  shows  proposed 
ooritions,  but  tho  battery  arrangements  and  building  dispositions  arc 
sufficiently  similar  to  permit  checking  the  map.  In  addition,  there  arc 

sovorr.l  gun  positions  visible  on  tho  photos  but  not  shown  on  the  maps.

1.  I  am  on  duty  in  the  Washington  Document  Center,  Office  of 
Naval  Intelligence,  ITavy  Dopartmont,  4th  Floor,  Steuart  Building, 
Washington,  D.  C.  My  residence  address  is  6617  Poplar  Avenue, 

Tacoma  Perk,  Maryland. 

2.  My  official  duties  are:  Heed  of  Information  and  Research 
Section,  Washing bon  Document  Center.  My  duties  include  supervision 
of  classifying,  indexing  and  filing  of  documents  relating  to  the  Far 
East  and  Pacific  Ocean  Areas,  including  documents  captured  from 
Japanese  armed  forces.  I  am  a  graduate  of  the  Japanese  language 
oourse  in  the  Navy  School  of  Oriental  Languagos.  I  have  been  on 
duty  involving  the  interrogation  of  captured  Japanese  peroonnel  and 
the  translation  of  Japanese  documents  since  1S42  in  Southwest  Pacifio 
areas  nr|d  in  Washington,  D.  C.  I  was  with  the  Allied  Translation  and 
Interpreter  Section  in  Australia  and  Haw  Guinoa  for  a  total  of  16 
months. 

3.  Navy  Document  Ho.  41,  a  bluoprint  chart  of  Wotje  Island, 
dated  10  August,  1940,  is  on  official  document  in  the  permanent 
custody  of  the  Washington  Document  Center.  It  was  received  from 
the  Joint  Intelligence  Center,  Pacific  Ocean  Areas,  located  at  Pearl 
Rarbor,  according  to  the  usual  procedure.  Tho  standard  or  usual 
operating  procedure  under  ehich  documents  haro  been  received  after 
capture  is  as  fol?.own:  The  documents,  upon  capture  by  ccmbat  troops, 
would  be  delivered  to  a  document  collection  unit,  who  in  turn  would 
examine  the  documents  for  immediate  intelligence  purposes.  The 
documents  would  be  stamped  In  the  document  collection  unit  with  the 
name  of  the  place  whore  captured  and  on  identifying  number.  The 
documents  would  then  Is  forwarded  to  JICPOA  at  Pearl  Harbor.  After 
study  and  any  other  uea  there,  the  documents  would  then  bo  forwarded 
by  JICPQA  to  the  Havy  Depart a sat  and  the  Washington  Document  Center 
for  purposes  of  custody  and  proper  use  or  distrioutlcn.  It  appears 
that  Navy  Document  No.  41,  according  to  this  procedure,  was  captured 
on  Fwajalein  and  forwarded  to  JICPOA.  This  document  and  other 
documents  on  Mandated  Islands  were  forwarded  to  the  Navy  Department 
and  are  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  Waohington  Document  Center.
